It is filthy to an offensive degree, and it is 


almost impossible to get through it when 
the market produce arrives -in. the. after- 
noon. Its offensiveness and inaccessibili- 
ty necessarily exclude foreigners in any 
number, and no. lady can indulge with 


pleasure or even safety in any favourite: 


marketing expeditions. Plans have,. we 
understand, been sketched orpigeon-holed, 
for a new building, with a respectable 
interior and @ more presentable entrance, 
But naturally, the consideration of this 
probably legs pressing necessity has been 
postponed for greater needs. .We are |. 
beginning to:despair of ever seeing any 
of the larger public works and buildings 
carried out. That» consummation - will, 
we are afraid, be a pleasuré reserved for 
the gratification of the next ‘generation 
—if, indeed, the-whole plana and schemes 
be not upset and turned tepsy-turvy by 
other Governors and fresh Secretaries of 
State, This is one '.of.. the greatest 
disadvantages of our present system: of

He carries on business on the 
Recreation Gronnd and sometimes on the 
Queen’s Road. On the 16th inst., he wont 
ous as usual, at eight o’otook, leaving his 
wife and child at home, and raturned home 
at ten o’olock to get his breakfast and did 
not find his wife or child at home, From 
enquiries he made of the. people in the 
house, he went out to look for his daughter 
and returned home at seven in the evening 
without belng able to find her. His wife 
was at home then, next day he made a 
report at the Central Station and, after 
speaking to his wife, went out again to look 
for, his daughter, and on returoing home 
that morning about ten o’clook found 
his wife and child at home, He then went 
back to the Police Satlon and reported that 
the obild had been found. On the 18th 
inst., between two and threo o’clock a con- 
stable went to the Recreation Ground and 
took him to the Police Station where he 
saw the two defendants, His wife and 
child were also there. A European ques- 
tioned him about the case and ordered him 
to attend at the Police Court on the next 
day. He never saw the two defendants 
before. : . . 

By Mr Dennys:—My child’s birthday 
She was born 
in the Shek Loong district. Wan' shee, 
my present wife, is the mother of the‘child. 
The child bas always lived with me up to 
the 16th of the present month and bas 
never slept out of the house; what I now 
state Is correct; there is no mistake in my 
statement, and if any one saya she left my 
house before the 16th instant, it would be 
false. I do not know. woman called 
Leung Tye Heo and‘had no suspicion that 
any one had taken away tho child when she 
was first lost, I never sold the chitd to 
apybody, and never suspected any of my 
relatives of haviog done so, The child was 
in the habit of going out by herself to buy 
things and sometimes came to the Reorea- 
tion Ground to look for me, but seldom 
went out by herself, -[ went out about 
seven o'clock on the 16th and returned 
about ten. My wife did not toll me the 
ouild was sold, but said she was lost, She 
was-in the hoyse when I left-it in the 
morning, and my wife told me she had gone 
out at eight o'clock and had not returned. 
{ immediately went ont and searched for 
her, ‘and had-no breakfast that morning. - 

Mr Dennys: Why did you tell the ma- 
gistrats. when you were being examined that 
your wife and child were both out when 
you returued.bome at tea o’clook ? 

Witness: When 1 went home at ten 
o'clock my wife and child were not at home, 
From what the people in the house told me 
I went out-and searched for the child, 
When [said that my wife told .me-about 
the child being lost L apoke wrongly. She 
did not tell me, . When I said so £ did not 
thoroughly understand the question. The 
people in the house did not tell'me that 
my wife and daughter had gone out’ toze- 
ther ; they told me my wife had just gone 
out.. The Recreaticn Ground is a long 
diatance from my house. My daughter 
only came once there for. me. 
found my daughter was not at home I went 
to the Recreation Ground to look for her 
and not finding her there, went to the 
Queen's Road Central, the Western district, 
aud all over the place, and wandered about 
all day without finding her. I did not 
pasa any Police Stationa during my search, 
[ made no enquiries at my neighbours or 
friends if they had seen the child, I did 
not ask any person, I simply walked 
through the. streets and looked, When I

he took her to anold woman’s house who is 
a broker of men,’ (Che first defendant is 
the old womav). They talked together in 
é low tone. She did not hear what was said. 
After-the conversation was finished the first 
defendant took her out, leaving her uncle 
in the house, and led her by the hand to a 
boatwoman’s houre, whero. she saw some 
womien and children. The second defend- 
ant was there on the top floor of the house, 
and in reply to first defendant ssid she 
wanted to buy.a: servant girl. The first 
defendant asked $80, they then bargained 
for $60. The second defend wt asked her 
ifshe had a father or mother, and what 
was her surninie. She said she had a fa- 
ther and inother, but did not know ber sur- 
name; she told the defendants that her 
parents were living at Shik Loong. — She 
forgot to say they had come to Hongkong. 
The two defendants then went out, leaving 
witness with the boatwoman ; alter a little 
time the second defendant came back alone. 
Witness stayed in the house that night but 
did no work ; she had foud given her by tho 
second defendant, and a bed to sleep on.
